Two Employee Bulletins Been Issued in recent montbe urging 
«utom<^le driven lo observe speed limits and to prectice courteous and 
attentive <lrlviQg teside the builddng groumls and dn the nearby public roads. 
These Biiletias received a favorable respowe by moat emiHoyees. We 
appreciate this response a«l hope iftat ymt will bear with us in yet another 
pl^ for cooperatloa. Some of the drIWKrs we are trying to reach may not be 
our employees and therefore may not have aeen the Employee &tlletins. 

The maximum spaed Umlt within die building grounds is 20 miles per 
hour. We ask not only that all drivers obseinm this maximum speed but that 
duty also extmui courtesy to other drivers and to pedestrians at all times. 

The accidmit rate on neaidby roads co^iiHies to be a cause of concern 
fbr the safety of our oanployees. Some accidents undoubtetEy result from 
speeding. Spe^ limits along nearby public roads are amply posted, hfamy of 
the drivers on diese roads are in no way aaaeciated with our organization. We 
wsderstand th^ speeding these roads is a matter oi current interest, and 
plaimed action by police andioritles, and that tlm action may inclu^ greater 
use of radar. It is our hope that employees and associates will lead the way 
in avDldiiig accidents, li^uries, and in sediag the example for safe and emurteous 
driving. Most of you have done this, for whisb we are gratefel.
